Freedman said “there is . ab- 
solutely no question but that 
this will be tested, and, in my 
j opinion, be found unconstitu- 
tional.

Freedman said the rule will 
be tested in the courts when: 
a defendent is prosecuted, with , 
statements obtained during 
the three - hour questioning 
period used as evidence. 

“The outrageous thing 
about it, however, is that in- 
numerable citizens will suffer 
deprivation of their rights be- ; 
fore the ultimate ruling is 
made by the Supreme Court,” 
Freedman said.
